People are ready to go to any place, 
of business where the spirit of en- j 
terprize and hustle seems to prevail. | 
A concern that makes it a regular 
practice to advertise will have a con¬ 
stant stream of inquiries entering its' 
doors, who will more than make-up 
for old customers who go elsewhere. [

Februo is a Latin word meaning to 
cleanse. The early Romans had a 
feast day februa and they named the 
month in which it came February. In' 
the earliest Roman calendar of 10 
months there was no February. Per¬ 
haps the Romans were so busy com¬ 
mitting sins that they had no time to 
say they were sorry for any of them. 
But about 700 B.C., January was pre¬ 
fixed to the beginning of the year and 
February tacked on to the end of it. 
At that time February had 30 days. 
Then came Julius Caesar in 46 B. C. 
and reformed the calendar, making 
the year begin Jan. 1. To perpetuate 
his exploits, he l'enamed Quintilis, 
originally the fifth month, as its name 
implies, but at that time thj seventh, 
after himself, and took one day from 
February to give July 31 days, so it 
would be as long as any other month 
in the year. He provided, however, 
that February, thus left with 29 days, 
should have 30 'days every fourth 
year. Later Augustus Caesar wan¬ 
ted a month named after him, sp he 
selected Sextilis, then the eight month 
but originally the sixth, and called it 
August. To make this month as long 
as the one named Julius, he took an¬ 
other day from February, leaving it 
only 28. days, except in leap years. 
The ancient myth of Groundhog Day 
claims the second of the month. There 
is a baseless but unique legend that 
the groundhog leaves his hole on this 
day. If he sees his shadow, he re¬ 
turns to sleep six weeks longer while 
w-inter rages. If the day is cloudy he 
must prepare for an early spring. On 
the fourteenth comes Saint Valentines I 
Day, originally set apart to honor a 
Roman martyr who died about 260 A. 
D., but now- devoted largely to the in¬ 
terchange of sentimental expressions 
to the profit of florists and postcard 
dealers. 

UNATTRACTIVE 

Motorists have been impressed, and 
not favorably, by the barren and un¬ 
attractive uppearance presented by 
the buildings and grounds of tTie av¬ 
erage rural school. So general is this 
condition that the attention of the 
passing traveler is instantly attracted 
by an exception to the rule. Is not a 
bad example being set for country 
boys and girls by this widespread ne¬ 
glect of the rural school? Unpainted 
buildings and barren surroundings do 
not constitute the proper environment 
for the embryonic mind and imagina¬ 
tion. If the child is to acquire an ap¬ 
preciation of and 'love for that which 
is beautiful in Fife he must be sur¬ 
rounded with the beautiful. If it is 
admitted that there are valid reasons 
why the rural school should be the 
seat of beauty it must be admitted 
that there are no valid reasons why 
it is not. The “little nd schoolhouse’’ 
is not so spacious that it can not be 
kept in reasonable repair and frequent 
ly painted wdthout overburdening the 
taxpayers and surely there are no ob¬ 
stacles in the way of planting shrub¬ 
bery and cultivating a green carpet of 
grass about these rural centers of 
learning. Tourists lament that they 
can take no pride in the rural schools 
of their country or province and yet 
society demands that youth develop hi 
itself a pride of self and environment. 

It is estimated that fifty per cent of 
church members contribute nothing to 
its support. It is also estimated that 
they get out of the church just about 
what they put into it. 

It looks as if Great Britain will 
have to carry the White man's burden 
in China.

One of the resolutions passed at the 
annual convention of the United Far¬ 
mers of Alberta in Edmonton last 
week strongly opposed the abolition 
or reduction of the federal income tax. 
The delegates were of the opinion that 
any revision of the income tax should 
be in an upward direction. The in¬ 
come tax statement for the fiscal 
year 1925-26 sheds a bright light on 
the motives behind this resolution. 
Out of 215,277 Canadians paying their 
income tax for that period, there were 
only 3,643 agrarians, of whom 943 
live in Alberta. The total amount of 
revenue from this tax in that year 
was $55,571,961. The farmers of 
Canada contributed $273,449, while 
the huge balance was provided by the ’ 
rest of the population, mostly urban. 
The 943 Alberta farmers who paid the 
tax were levied on to the amount of 
$99,553. The rest of the province con 
tributed $1,333,688. Thirty-nine Al¬ 
berta manufacturers paid nearly $2,- 
000 each, while 943 farmers. paid 
about $100 a piece. The U. F. A. res¬ 
olution smacks of class selfishness. 

The above editorial lately appeared 
in one of the Calgary dailies, and is 
not less suggestive than some of the 
similar articles of eastern papers 
where the insinuations were given 
that the farmers were not paying 
their just proportion of the income 
tax because of evasion on their part. 
It appears however, that the opera¬ 
tions of the act in Alberta is found to 
be very efficient and satisfactory and 
that the returns of the farmers is just 
and sufficient in accordance with their 
net incomes. If so, the . conclusion 
can be arrived at easily that the oc¬ 
cupation of farming is not a profit¬ 
able undertaking in this province as 
compared with the more lucrative 
ones of manufacturing and wage earn 
ing and would naturally justify the 
resolution passed at the late annual 
convention of the U.F.A. which sim¬ 
ply suggests that those who are able 
pay the tax." 

A SURVIVING SUPERSTITION 

We know that it is the ultimate of 
absurdity to give the groundhog credit 
for influencing the weather, yet that 
we note the recurrence of the day, in¬ 
dicates the tenacity of superstitious 
beliefs. The origin of the idea that 
this burrowing animal emerges on 
February 2 and the character of the 
weather for the ensuing six weeks de¬ 
pends on whether the sun shines is 
veiled in the midsts of obscurity. Re¬ 
gardless of the day, we know that 
spring never arrives in February in 
this latitude. The grounding is a hi¬ 
bernating animal and as such has 
enough sense, doubtless, not to break 
his nap by crawling to the opening of 
his den when winter still holds sway. 
We incline to the belief that he has 
more intelligence than the person who 
stakes faith on groundhog day. The 
decision is illustrative of the difficul¬ 
ty in eradicating erroneous beliefs. 
They survive in memory for long af¬ 
ter they may cease to be relied on gen 
erally. We declare we are not super¬ 
stitious but we find it hard to note the 
fact, if we run counter to signs and 
auguries. There is no such thing as 
luck yet it is quite difficult at times 
to differentiate what may be called 
luck from circumstance, fortuitous or 
otherwise. If there were not a linger¬ 
ing remnant of superstition in our 
make-up we would never hear that 
the number 13 is unlucky, nor would 
we “knock on wood.” It is a long road 
from the signs and wonders which in¬ 
fluenced the lives of our savage ances¬ 
tors, more or less remote, to the. state 
which casts off entirely such relics of 
ignorance and we have not covered 
the entire distance so long as we stop 
to note groundhog day. 

Unlicensed radio set owners are 
likely to find themselves in court un¬ 
less they pay up at once. Prosecu¬ 
tions are now being ordered from 
coast to coast and will be vigorously- 
pursued. Owners should pay up as it 
only costs $1.00.

VALUE OF A BOARD OF TRADE 

John Blue, secretary of the Edmon¬ 
ton Board of Trade, sneaking at In- 
nisfail, Alta., recently, dealt with the 
place a board of trade should occupy 
in a town. Here are some of the 
points: 

Why any institution? Why a town 
council ? Why a school board ? Why 
a church; Because they fill a neces¬ 
sary place in the organization and 
maintenance of the social life of the 
community. The powers and functions j 
of the council, school board, or church 
organizations are circumscribed by 
legal limitations. There is need in 
every community of community lead¬ 
ership. Organized government is not 
sufficient, there is need of some unof¬ 
ficial organization not limited by char 
ter or statutes that expresses and em¬ 
bodies the spirit of the community 
education, social life, hospitals, music 
sport, business. A successful com¬ 
munity has all these and a board of 
trade brings the' ability of ■ the busi¬ 
ness men to bear o^all these prob¬ 
lems. 

A gooil business men Is the best as¬ 
set of a community. Business builds 
a community, and the function of 
business is to provide wealth and dis¬ 
tribute it for the comfort and happi¬ 
ness of mankind. To accomplish this 
the business man needs rare ability, 
involving self sacrifice. He must be 
a financier, a merchandiser, establish 
and maintain a good reputation, trade 
with everybody and still make money. 

The board of trade is the best train 
ing ground for the study of the needs 
of the comijiunity. Are you interest¬ 
ed iruyour town ? Do you want busi¬ 
ness to flourish in the district? Then 
study the community, study its prob¬ 
lems, and bring to bear on these the 
best you have to offer. Your town 
does not consist of the streets and 
homes within its boundaries, but is 
that influence that radiates from with 
in its borders to the furthermore tri¬ 
butary district. 

SCORES VITAMINE CRAZE " 

J. S. Wallace, D.Sc., M.D., L.D.S., 
lecturer on preventive dentistry at 
King’s College, London, England, now 
on a lecture tour of Canada, scores 
what he calls the “vitamine craze” 
and condemns the practice of feeding 
children soft foods. Sound teeth, he 
says, are largely a matter of food and 
feeding, and the instruction of moth¬ 
ers in what and how to feed their 
children was of more importance than 
any amount of practical dentistry. 
Dr. Wallace is the originator of a 
movement of preventive dentistry. He 
is conceded to be revolutionary, but 
such has been the result of his work 
that he has been awarded medals and 
a prize. In a certain district in Eng¬ 
land the average of 6.4 carious teeth 
in each child out of a total of more 
than 37,000 was reduced to 1.9 from 
1914 to 1920, as a result of putting 
Dr. Wallace’s theories into practice. 
The percentage of, children of the 
same age entirely free from caries 
was raised from 5 per cent to 48 per 
cent in the same time. 

i SKY WAYS FOR CANADA 

New Canadian sky-ways will be 
marked out this year if the estimates 
now- being prepared in government 
departments are approved by parlia-1 
ment. Last year the defence depart¬ 
ment .estimates for the Royal Cana¬ 
dian Air Force totalled $2,200,000 but 
for the fiscal year just entered about 1 
$3,000,000 will be asked for, it is said. 
As well as this, the post office depart¬ 
ment will ask for 1^5,000 to begin the 
preliminary work on the establishing 
of air mail routes. The air force vote 
includes money for the enforcement 
of aerial regulations applying to civil 
flying, licensing of pilots and inspec¬ 
tion of machines, as well as for sur¬ 
veying and forest patrol w-ork done 
for the department of the interior, as 
well as for the maintenance of the ac -1 
tual military force. 

Last week’s “Youth Companion” of 
Boston, contained among its news 
matter the following item that as well 
as being of interest to Canadians will 
be of much advertising value to the 
country: “At the International 

Wheat Fair at Chicago last month the 
prize for the finest wheat and oats ] 
exhibited went to Herman Trellc, a 
grain farmer in the famous Peace Ri-■ 
ver country in northwestern Canada. 
The interesting fact about the award 
is that the grain was grown irf the 
latitude of northern Labrador—as far 
north of Toronto, for example, as Tor¬ 
onto is north of Florida. The Peace 
River country still suffers from lack 
of railway facilities, but it has a re¬ 
markable climate, when we remem¬ 
ber that it is only six hundred miles 
from the Artie Circle.”

Livestock movement on the Leth¬ 
bridge railway division in 1926 was 
heavier than in 1925 by more than 17- 
000 head. But the hog movement, 
which had been growing rapidly, Hav¬ 
ing quadrupled in four years, showed 
a serious falling off, there being 14,- 
000 less hogs moved last year than in 
the banner year of 1925. 

These figures were made available 
at the general offices of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. Comparing the two 
years, the total of each class of stock 
shipped follows: 

1926 1925 

Horses . 7,113 5,116 

Cattle . 68,355 53,1?9 

Sheep ... 70,420 56,07^ 

Hogs . 44,339 58,329 

Totals .189,872 172,649 

It was only in hogs that there was 
a decrease shown. In cattle, horses, 
and sheep, marked increases afs in 
evidence. The increase of 2,000 hor¬ 
ses, or 40 per cent. is _ taken as evi¬ 
dence that the horse market, which 
has been in the dumps for some 
years, is beginning to show activity. 
Somewhat better and firmer prices 
have prevailed, due to-a large extent 
to shipment of prairie horses to On¬ 
tario and Quebec. 

An increase of 15,000 in cattle ship¬ 
ments would also indicate a better 
cattle market. Some recovery from 
the post-war slump in the cattle in¬ 
dustry has been noticeable during the 
year and an increase of nearly 30 per 
cent in shipments would indicate that 
the cattelmen are beginning to get on 
their feet once more. 

The past year has been one of the 
biggest in the history of tire sheep in¬ 
dustry in Southern Alberta. An in¬ 
crease of 25 per cent, has been mark¬ 
ed up, which about represents the 
growth in the past year. It is believed 
that this new mark will be bettered 
this . year as there are literally hun¬ 
dred's of sheep growers in the country 
as a result of the addition of breed¬ 
ing flocks last fall. 

■ The hog movement has been the 
1 enigma of the year. It had been 
thought that there would be an in¬ 
crease in the number of hogs market¬ 
ed in 1926 over 1§25 owing to the 
•splendid hog prices which prevailed a 
year ago which were expected to en¬ 
courage farmers to add to their breed¬ 
ing stock. On the contrary it would 
appear that breeding stock were sold 
at high prices, affecting the numbers 
of the new crop. 

The total figures indicate an in¬ 
crease of 10 per cent in livestock in 
the south country in the year. 

Cayley is the high point in cattle 
’ shipments with 5,415 head. Coaldalc 
feeding centre, is high in sheep with 
11,091 head; Cardston almost doubles 
any of its competitors in hogs with 
6,250 head, while High River is high 
in horses with 800 head.—Lethbridge 
Herald. 

ALBERTA SEED FAIR 

The Alberta Provincial Seed Fair 
held at Edmonton last week was the 
most successful in the history of the 
Fair. The exhibits were more numer¬ 
ous and of a finer variety than had 
previously been seen. The champion 
of the fair in both wheat and oats was 
Herman Trelle, world’s wheat and 
oats champion, who also took most of 
the prizes in these grains in his own 
zone. In the southern zone, the first 
prizes in the wheat classes were won 
by C. C. Keller, of Cayley; Mahlon 
Watson of Provost, and J. R. Hanna- 
ferd of Howie. A 

In oats, the first prizes in zone two 
were taken by Herman Trelle and N. 
Linden of Wetaskiwin, and in zone one 
the first prizes in oats were taken by 
E. C. Wagner of Nanton, and Major 
Strange of Fenn. 

The first prize in field peas was ta¬ 
ken by J. T. Hill, of Lloydminster, 
who won first in this product at Chi¬ 
cago. In corn, the first prize winners 
were Smith of I^thbridge, Worthy of 
Medicine Hat, Hollinger of Rercliffe, 
Ripley of Atlee, Gasebeer of Morrin, 
Russell of Lethbridge. 

Meeks, of Mannville, was first win¬ 
ner in flax, winter rye and spring rye. 
Robert Cochrane of Grande Prairie, a 
Chicago winner, was first in timothy. 
E. C. Boyd of Rife, was first in alfalfa 
hard variety, and W. A. Philpot of 
Brooks, was first in registered Grim¬ 
m's alfalfa, and he also won the 
Grim alfalfa association’s trophy. 

The Robin Hood Mills special in 
wheat was won by Trelle, and the Al¬ 
berta seed growers special was won 
by A. Gosling of Dalmead. The U.G. 
G. trophy in oats was won by Trelle, 
and Gosling won the seed growers’ 
trophy in this class also. The Canada 
Malting Co., special in barley was won 
by Meeks. 

Richard Tudor of Strathmore was 
first in wheat in the boy and girl sec¬ 
tion, and Mary Bolt of Olds first in 
oats, with D. J. Bolt, first in barley. 
Kathleen Gilpin of Viking won first 
in the weed collection and in the es¬ 
say on weeds. 

The bommercial Life special was 
won by Trelle with Major Strange sec 
ond. 

Brooks was first in agriculture and 
society displays. 

At the annual meeting of the seed 
I growers, D. H. Galbraith of Nanton, 
was elected president, with G. M. 
Stewart, honary vice-president. Don 
Bark is vice-president, and W. J. 

| Stephen, secretary-treasurer, and di- 
j rectors are A. B. Granville, Herman 
| Trelle, and Major .Strange. 


The province of Quebec under the 
guiding hand of Premier Taschereau, 
is able to give the rest of Canada a 
few pointers in a ? number of things 
and one of these is government. In 
going to the country they will go on 
the following policies: 

The Taschereau government will 
have a surplus of more than $500,000 
this year. 

Quebec took $1,000,000 from current 
account this year to reduce the obnd- 
ed indebtedness of the Province. 

Quebec’s net bonded debt is only 
slightly over $60,000,000 or only a lit¬ 
tle more than $20 per capita. Alber¬ 
ta’s is in the neighborhood of $100. 

Quebec has one of the best highway 
system in Canada. 

Quebec Ijps a system,of agricultural 
representatives working in every 
farming county, with the result that 
agriculture is making greater strides 
there towards permanent farming 
methods than any other part of the 
Dominion. 

And on the pulp and paper industry 
they intend developing along sane and 
progressive lines as the following 
paragraph in the speech from the 
throne will indicate: 

“The success of the pulp and paper 
industry in Quebec has brought hither 
the establishment of great mills which 
made considerable demand on our 
forest resources. The government in¬ 
tends to protect these mills by fol¬ 
lowing up actively its policy of safe¬ 
guarding the forest, replanting,wise 
exploiting of the new Quebec reserves 
and the inventory of our forests, an 
inventory now completed over an ex¬ 
tent of eleven million of acres. At 
the same time it thinks that before 
favoring the establishment of addi¬ 
tional mills, it would be wise to see 
that there is an abundant forest re¬ 
serve for th£ mills already in exist¬ 
ence or the construction of which has 
been decided upon, except, however 
in those new regions where such mills 
might bcome the source of unlooked 
for activities.” 

ITEMS OF INTEREST 

The weekly meat bill in the ordin¬ 
ary American household averages 
$3.49. 

Over 200,000 barrels of 72 degree 
natural gasoline were produced at | 
Royalite No. 4 well in the Turner Val- < 
ley, south of Calgary, during 1926, 
the record month being January with 
a production of 20,179 barrels, while 
a total of 18,447 barrels were produc- 
i ed in December. There are now three 
other producing wells in the Turner 
Valley, the latest to come in being 
the Macleod No. 2 which came back in 
to production again last week with a 
flow of wet gas totalling nearly nine 
million cubic feet per day. 

Dairymen from all over Western 
Canada will gather at Edmonton dur¬ 
ing the week of February eight, for 
the Western Canada Dairy Conven¬ 
tion which is expected to be the larg¬ 
est of its kind ever held. Special ex¬ 
hibits arc being prepared for this con¬ 
vention, and prominent speakers, will 
deliver addresses. Delegates will be 
present from the four western prov¬ 
inces. It is just thirty years ago that 
the first move wsa made by govern¬ 
ment authorities to assist in the es¬ 
tablishment of the dairy industry in 
the West. The history of the devel¬ 
opment of the industry in that period 
will be one of the interesting topics 
of the convention. 


J. Jesse Strang, a well-known far¬ 
mer of the Claresholm district, was 
eleeteil as director by the delegates 
from that district at a meeting held 
in the Wheat Pool office. Mr. Strang 
succeeds Hon. O. L. McPherson, who 
resigned when taking over the provin¬ 
cial portfolio of Public Works. The 
new director homesteaded 14 miles 
east of Claresholm in 1904. He now 
farms two sections of land there. 

Present Wheat Pool contracts ex¬ 
pire with the handling of the 1927 
crop, and new contracts are being pre¬ 
pared for another sign-up, Saskatche¬ 
wan and Manitoba are making simi¬ 
lar plans- , The present contract in use 
ip Manitoba runs for five years from 
the date of signing. In Alberta and 
Saskatchewan all contracts expire at 
the same time. 

Mo.st of the Alberta Wheat Pool di¬ 
rectors are making their customary 
annual rounds of their districts ad¬ 
dressing meetings. These meetings 
are principally for Pool members, but 
non-Pool fanners and citizens in oth-l 
er walks of life are urged to be pres¬ 
ent. These meetings afford an excel -' 
lent opportunity to learn about the 
operations of the Pool. 

The Alberta Wheat Pool has ap¬ 
proached the newly appointed Van¬ 
couver Harbor Board with the object, 
of renewing negotiations for a leasp 
of Dominion Government Terminal! 
No. 1 at Vancouver. The chairman ( 
of the board has gone to Ottawa and 
a decision will probably be reached on 
his. return to the coast. 

R. A. MaoPherson, Pool Director 
for North Calgary, has been appoint¬ 
ed representative on the Central Sel¬ 
ling Agency of the Pools, taking the 
place of Hon. O. L. McPherson, re¬ 
signed. The Alberta Pool has three 
representatives on the Central Agen¬ 
cy, namely H. W. Wood, C. Jensen, 
and R. A. MacPherson. 

Hon. W. R. Motherwell, Minister of 
Agriculture in the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment, in the course of a message to 
members of the Wheat Pools, says: 
“It is not necessary to argue or dem¬ 
onstrate that the farmer receives 
more in the aggregate for his goods 
by this_ voluminous, systematic and 
orderly marketing method. All the 
average farmer desires is the average 
net value of his goods and that is 
what every Pool contra/rt signer is re¬ 
ceiving, minus the worry and anxiety 
of deciding when best to sell and 
rushing for early empty cars.’’ 

It paid to travel from Toronto to 
California with George Young.

ODETTE DE FORAS 

In Title Role of Opera. Alberta Star 
Accomplishes Rare Feat in New 
Production 


It is given to but few dramatic 1 so¬ 
pranos to create"the principal role in 
a new opera and immediately after 
sing the title part in a great classic 
revived by the University Opera Club 
of Oxford, but such has been the dis¬ 
tinguished achievement of Odette de 
Foras, daughter of the late Count and 
the Countess de Foras of High River. 
The province of Alberta is naturally 
proud of so talented an artist and feel 
justified in anticipating an eminent 
further career for one who has work¬ 
ed with such concentrated devotion 
and enthusiasm and who combines re¬ 
markable gifts as an actress with bril¬ 
liant quality as a singer. The duty of 
embodying the composer’s idea of a 
heroine is an onerous one, only a vo¬ 
calist and impersonator of the highest 
intelligence can suceed in it. 

It is therefore most gratifying to 
note that Miss de Foras’ triumph as 
‘Ippolita in the Hills” (libretto from 
a-romantic story by Maurice Hewlett) 
was significant and complete. Her 
Majesty the Queen was patroness of 
the event, and royal personages were 
present at the first performance when 
the critics were unanimous in praise 
of Odette’s acting and singing both as 
a gentle maiden and in disguise as a 
boy. The Morning Post says, “ Miss 
de Foras, who played i the heroine’s 
part, was the best of a numerous com¬ 
pany,’’While the Daily Telegraph hails 
her as a chief interpreter vocally quite 
equal to the difficult part.” The Daily 
Chronicle states that she “showed her 
self to be a genuinely dramatic sing¬ 
er,” and The Evening Standard, “that 
she was in every way charming.” 

A similarly well deserved success 
was made by Odette de Foras in the 
great part of Alcesto (Gluck) at Ox¬ 
ford. The opera was conducted by W. 
H. Harris of New College (also con¬ 
ductor of the Oxford Bach choir) who 
pronounced her performance in this 
fine part to be excellent. She roused 
the audience to a high pitch of enthus¬ 
iasm and her success in all four per¬ 
formances for which she was retained 
was as unequivical as on the first 
night when all musical Oxford that 
could be accomodated in the playhouse 
was present to hear her.

ITEMS OF INTEREST 


It was 56 below zero the other day 
in some parts of Ontario. What a 
beastly winter climate they in old On¬ 
tario. 

Quebec’s forestry reserves extend 
over 130,000,000 acres and the prov¬ 
ince’s available supply of hydro pow¬ 
er is placed at 15,000,000 horse power. 

There was no snow in Newfound¬ 
land during January and no ice, no 
skating, no curling, no nothing while 
in Ontario dog teams have difficulty 
in struggling through snow drifts. 

British war widows grabbed off 4,- 
500 bachelors for husbands during 
1926. Pensions and allowance being 
paid to the close of 1926 totalled 1,- 
794,000 and included 164,000 war wi¬ 
dows, 25,000 officers, 1,114 nurses ami 
563,000 casualities. 

It is estimated that the value of 
metal output at Trail Smeltef during 
1926 reached nearly $38,000,000. This 
is nearly six times what it was in 19- 
21. There has been a big increase in 
the Lardeau and a large? one is ex¬ 
pected with the opening of spring. 

Canadians paid $56,197,056 in Fed¬ 
eral income tax in the fiscal year end 
ing March 31st, 1926. Montreal led 
the cities with a payment of $16,406,- 
659 but Ontario topped the list of 
provinces and furnished nearly half 
the total, at $26,539,342. Toronto’s 
share of the latter was $13,005,094. 
Quebec Province furnished $18,281,- 
878; British Columbia, $4,150,852; 
Manitoba, $3,423,623; Alberta $1,445- 
075; Saskatchewan, $872,761; Nova 
Scotia, $693,403; New Brunswick $712 
187; Yukon, $40,503 and Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island, $37,428. 

Honey production in Alberta is on 
the increase. In 1925, a total of one 
hundred and fifteen thousand pounds 
whs produced with a value of twenty 
three thousand dollars. In 1926, near 
ly twice as much was produced with 
a value of over thirty-six thousand 
dollars. One man alone in Alberta 
produced last year nearly fifty tons, 
while another produced sixteen tons, 
both of these being in the Lethbridge 
district. It has been predicted by 
well-known bee experts that Alberta 
will be one of the largest exporters of 
honey within ten years. 

Exports of livestock from Alberta 
for the year 1926, show a consierable 
increase over the exports of 1925, ac¬ 
cording to figures announced by the 
Provincial Department of Agriculture 
In 1926 a total of nineteen thousand 
eight hundred horses and two hundred 
and sixty-three thousand, four hun¬ 
dred head of cattle were exported 
compared with fifteen thousand, one 
hundred horses and two hundred and 
forty-two thousand head of cattle ex¬ 
ported in 1925. The exports were 
made to other provinces, to the United 
States and to Great Britain. 

The Provincial Department of Agri¬ 
culture is being besieged at present 
with requests for the establishment of 
l'ur farms, and for licenses to trap 
animals over large areas, including 
rights on many of the lakes in the 
province. Hon. Mr. Hoadley, Minister 
of Agriculture, announces in this con¬ 
nection that an arrangements has 
been arrived at between the Dominion 
and Provincial Governments, whereby 
all swamp lands will be administered 
for this purpose by the Provincial De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, under regu¬ 
lations agreed to, aful all applicants 
for fur farming rights are being in¬ 
formed by the Minister, who wishes it 
to be generally known throughout the 
province, that a definite policy in re¬ 
spect to the fur farming industry is 
being formulated and that no action 
towards granting, special rights will 
he taken until spring, when a proper 
survey can be made of the lands and 
lakes involved.

ABOUT SOUTH AFRICA 


For many years, Africa was unex¬ 
plored beoause of the dense jungles, 
the unnavigable rivers and the cli¬ 
mate. It remained unsettled for many 
years after the other countries had 
been settled. The Cape of Good Hope 
had been used as a seaport since the 
sixteenth century and the Dutch also 
had a colony there in 1652. The col¬ 
ony grew very slowly and it was only 
after the capture of Capetown by the 
British that colonization on a laige 
scale really began. 

The first British colonists settled in 
Cape Colony in 1820. They were at 
first greatly outnumbered by the 
Dutch settlers but they adopted a 
high handed attitude toward the 
Dutch. The English language soon 
became the official language in the 
colony and in 1834 the British govern¬ 
ment greatly angered the Boers by 
freeing all the slaves in the colony> 
This resulted in the Boers leaving the 
colony and making “great treks" 
northward. After enduring many 
hardships, they founded north of the 
Orange and Vaal rivers, two republics 
Transvaal and the Orange Free State. 

During this time an Englishman, 
named Cecil Rhodes^was Prime Min¬ 
ister of Cape Colony. During the six 
years in which he held office, he work 
cd in harmony with the Dutch of 
Cape Colony. The Dutch of the Trans¬ 
vaal proved to be his stumbling block 
and refused to acknowledge British 
rule. About this time, rich diamond 
and gold mines were found in the 
Transvaal and they attracted the Eng, 
lish settlers. The “outlanders” as 
they were called by the Dutch, receiv¬ 
ed little consideration from the Trans¬ 
vaal government. This angered them 
so much that they began to rebel 
against the Boers and in 1895 a plot 
was formed. . 

Dr. Starr Jameson led a force of 
five hundred men over the bolder to 
siege the mining centre, Johannesbuig 
Dr. Jameson and his troops were cap¬ 
tured and the “Jameson raid” proved 
a failure. Cecil Rhodes was forced 
to resign his position as prime minis¬ 
ter because he was concerned with the 
plot. He died a few years later, mur- 
moring “so little done, and so much 
to do.” 

The Jameson raid so angered the 
Boers that they became tyranous and 
unreasonable. In 1899 the Boer War 
broke out. For three years, the Boers 
defied the best English generals and 
soldiers. At last they were forced to 
submit to the British and the Trans¬ 
vaal and the Orange Free State be¬ 
came British possessions. 

Three years after the war was over 

the British government granted Self 
government to the Dutch Republics of 
Transvaal and the Orange Free State. 
Within eight years British South Af¬ 
rica was united under a federal gov¬ 
ernment and the British and Dutch en 
joyed equal rights. 

The wisdom of this union was seen 
during the Gfeat War when the Dutch 
remained loyal to Groat Britain. To¬ 
day South Africa presents a more 
peaceful aspect than it has for over 
one hundred years. ■*

During his residence here he took an 
active part in community affairs be¬ 
ing councillor in the Dinton municipal 
district for several years and active in 
U.F.A. and wheat pool organizations. 
His death is deplored by neighbors 
and friends who will miss his cheer¬ 
ful salutations and humorous repartee 
for which he was noted. The funeral 
took place on January 28 at Calgary, 
high mass being conducted at the St. 
Mary’s Catholic Church, interment be¬ 
ing made in the Catholic cemetery, 
Calgary. The deceased leaves a wid¬ 
ow, one daughter, two sisters and one 
brother, to mourn his loss. The pall¬ 
bearers were Messrs. Robert Ander¬ 
son, F. Mallinger, Jas. Laycraft, Wm. 
Laycraft, Tom Raycraft and W. T. 
Winstead.
